More deductions that are eliminated 

Gone are the deductions for casualty and theft losses 
(except those attributable to a federally declared disaster); 
unreimbursed employee expenses; tax preparation expenses; 
other miscellaneous deductions previously subject to the 2% 
Adjusted Gross Income cap; moving expenses; employer-sub- 
sidized parking and transportation reimbursement. 

Itemizing deductions 

While we’re on the topic of deductions, many of these may 
now be a moot point, even to taxpayers who have been using 
them for years. Even though most major deductions are 
being kept in place, the higher standard deductions will make 
itemizing not worthwhile for millions of households. 

For example, let’s say that a married couple pays $7,000 in 
mortgage interest, makes $3,000 in charitable contributions, 
pays $4,000 in state and local taxes, and has $6,750 in unreim- 
bursed medical expenses. This adds up to $17,000 in 
deductions, which when compared with the previous $13,000 
standard deduction makes itemizing look like a smart idea. 

However, with the new $24,000 standard deduction for 
married couples, it would no longer be worth it to itemize.

William H. Haley had mar- 
ried a rich widow, Lucy Har- 
ris, for his second wife. 
There were three Harris 
step-children who had inher- 
ited money from their father. 
They proceeded to paint 
North Wilmington red with 
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‘No war 
the happy days of yore’ 


it, while it lasted. 

The oldest son, Will Harris, 
owned what is now Sciarap- 
pa’s place. He went in for 
mustangs. I can remember 
seeing a whole herd of them, 
driven by cowboys, going 
past our house on their way 
to Andover Street. 

At a later date, his brother, 
Bert Harris had the Henry 
Blanchard place on High 
Street, and spent a lot of 
money on it. He used to walk 
around with a checkbook 
sticking out of the breast 
pocket of his sport shirt. 

Both the Harris boys had 
very pretty wives who drove 
handsome turnouts but were 
considerably outshone by 
their sister-in-law, Mrs. An- 
nie Pedrius, a very handsome 
brunette who was reputed to 
be a very close friend of Eb-

en D. Jordan’s, and whose 
coachman, McTighe, boasted 
that Jordan paid him his 
wages. 

She drove a snappy rig con- 
sisting of a high-wheeled, 
shiny dog cart, drawn by a 
high-stepping tandem, the 
wheel horse jet-black and 
the leader a striking dapple 
grey. Everybody had to drive 
to the station in those days, 
and there was usually quite 
a collection of equine pul- 
chritude at train time. The 
old railroad depot had a plat- 
form running across the 
front of it so that carriages, 
cabrioles, democrat wagons, 
dog carts, buggies, barouch- 
es and what-have-you could 
draw up and disembark their 
passengers for Boston. 

Eventually the Harris 
crowd lost their money and 


left town, but the other 
younger set, who had never 
mixed with them very much, 
continued to have a good 
time. Golf hadn’t come into 
vogue, but croquet of a highly 
scientific slant, tennis, base- 
ball and picnics furnished the 
outdoor relaxation. Indoors, 
there were card parties, 
dances, private theatricals 
and billiards. We had a large 
professional-size billiard ta- 
ble in our attic. Here men 
used to wield their cues in the 
evening, while the women 
folk sat around and played 
whist. 

Downstairs we could use 
our large living room for an 
auditorium and fix up the 
dining room opening out it 
through a spacious pair of 
sliding doors for a stage. 

Neighborhood talent pro- 


duced three or four good 
plays, notable among them 
being “The Two Buzzards,” 
in which my brother Harry 
and sister Jennie played the 
leading roles. 

No invidious implications 
intended, the family fire- 
works were confined to those 
we set off annually on the 
night before the Fourth of 
July across the street from 
our house. Pinwheels swirled 
in a shower of sparks on the 
trees lining the road; rockets 
zoomed high over the Blan- 
chard pasture, while bunch- 
es of exploding firecrackers 
and multi-colored flares 
lighted up the neighbors who 
had gathered on our front 
piazza to watch the fun. 

Those were the good old 
days. More about them’ in 
our next issue.

This same judge reduced the 
bail on John Williams, who 
was arrested for having, in 
possession, a firearm.

‘Over the next few weeks 
you'll likely hear a pitch that 
sounds good, and appears to 
be a silver bullet when it 
comes to oversight on judges 
ruling. This, of course, is di- 
rectly elected judges. There 
aré-many aspects of this tout- 
ed to be better, such as ac- 
countability to the general 
public, which Massachusetts 
currently lacks. 

However, when one looks 
closer at this issue, many 
issues and flaws with this 


suggestion also come to late. 
In fact, elected judges were 
first brought to the ballot 
early last century to in- 
creased judicial independ- 
ence, striking down more 
laws than many who preced- 
ed them and upholding crim- 
inal accountability by follow- 
ing the rule of law, rather 
than letting certain folks off 
due to political patronage. 

Over the past century, this 
system has completely re- 
versed itself and when mea- 
sured, has become more cor- 
rupt than appointed judges. 

Professor Jed Shugerman, 
a graduate of the top-ranked 
Yale Law School and now a 
professor at Fordham, did a 
terrific in-depth study of 
elected judges that eventual- 
ly he published into a book. 
Through his research he 
found out that since elected 
judges must appeal to con- 
tributors, judicial rulings 
become compromised when 
certain favorable parties ap- 
pear before the bench. 

In addition, elected judges 
have a much higher percent- 
age of their rulings over- 
turned by superior courts, 
showing that elected judicial 
authorities choose the cor- 
rect ruling at rates below 
those of an appointed coun- 
terpart. This research has 
been since confirmed by Em- 
ory University, NYU, and the 
non-partisan Constitution 
Center.

seven years as suggest by 
Justice Day-O'Connor, voters 
face a simple choice based 
on the judge's track record 
and no more.

This balanced, while sensi- 
ble, approach would bring to 
Massachusetts what we in 
the state need: accountabili- 
ty.

GEORGES 
GARDEN 


in Washington, D.C.

The United States Botanic 
Garden is a terrific stop dur- 
ing any Washington, D.C. 
visit. Take a break from the 
museums and stroll through 
a different type of collec- 
tion, one that is calming, 
diverse, and immersive. 

George Washington had 
wanted a botanic garden in 
the hub of the new nation 
and, through an act of Con- 
gress in 1820, created a 
place where plant speci- 
mens from all types of eco- 
systems and regions of the 
world could be displayed for 
the public to see. 

According to its website, 
the garden contains approx- 
imately 65,000 plants. The 
USBG shares plants with 
other institutions for re- 
search and conservation 
and is also a rescue center 
for ‘plants that may be dis- 
covered at border crossings, 
smuggled in illegally. Edu- 
cation is at the heart of the 
botanic garden’s mission 
and the many interpretive 
signs, interactive exhibits 
and online resources pro- 
vide extensive information 
for all levels of interest. 

The garden is also home 
to the giant corpse flower, a 
native of Sumatra, which 
blooms on an unpredictable 
schedule and gives off a 


terrible stink when it does. 
The USBG has three corpse 
flowers which bloomed 
simultaneously in 2017 — a 
first of its kind event in 
North America. 

According to Devin Dot- 
son, Public Affairs and 
Exhibit Specialist, if one of 
their specimens of Amor- 
phophallus titanium is go- 
ing to bloom, it will proba- 
bly be in August, but there 
are no guarantees. Videos 
of the giant flower can be 
seen on the Garden web- 
site, and you can also enjoy 
a virtual tour of the proper- 
ty while you are at it. 

The 83-year-old limestone 
building has a center dome 
with wings on either side, 
housing water features and 
a conservatory which has a 
tropical plant collection 
and a canopy walk. Visitors 
may ascend through the 
trees to get close to vines, 
climbing plants, and flow- 
ers from the rainforest. 

Benches provide a quick 
rest or a way to just inhale 
the scents and bask in the 
humid climate momentari- 
ly. On the day we visited it 
was chilly outside, so the 
tropical temperatures were 
welcomed. 

Other plant habitats in- 
clude a seasonal Southern 
garden, a collection of me- 
dicinal plants, desert land- 
scapes, a children’s garden 
and gorgeous orchids. East

“A lot of my friends ques- 
tioned why I would buy some- 
thing so old and run down,” 
she explained. “It was the 
best I could do to get my son 
into a desirable town in a 
price point I could manage.” 

She wasn’t afraid of the 
attention that the house 
needed; she fell in love with 
the house as it was when she 
found it for sale and commit- 
ted to restoring it.

fix-ups that O’Donoghue was 
qualified to do — and plenty 
that she wasn’t. 

“T tried to hire specialists 
but I did quite a bit of the 
demolition, insulating, wir- 
ing, gardening, and light 
carpentry,” she continued. 

Of course, the restoration 
involved research into the 
time that the house was first 
built, because she didn’t 
want to go against the period 
or the style that came with 
the 1854 structure. 

A few of these 1854-specific 
details include mortise and 
tenon joints, which hold to- 
gether the wood of the barn 
without using nails; a claw- 
foot tub, with feet holding it 
up; the original wide-plank, 
pine flooring; a koi pond, 
which she dug up and rebuilt; 
and a cement farmers sink. 
She’s since added a large 
garden where she grows 
fruits and vegetables; a wood 
burning stove; and a plastic 
vinyl fence. 

The fence, she mentions, 
she built with a neighbor. 

“I couldn’t have done it 
without him,” she said. 

The neighbor has been a 
fan of 136 since he moved in 
across the street, and he’s 
been a great help to O’Dono- 
ghue with the maintenance 
of her home. It’s now a 
house full of antiques and 
tools that she’s added as 
appropriate to the era but 
also fit to her own style. 

It’s been important for 
O’Donoghue to keep her home 
sustainable and self-sufficient

for herself and her son. 

“When DeMoulas went on 
strike, friends who once 
teased me for making bread 
and growing vegetables came 
knocking on my door looking 
for what I had,” she remem- 
bered. 

She also recounts how the 
heat and sturdiness of her 
house have served her fami- 
ly well through all kinds of 
storms. 

The barn, named the Bank 
Barn, is carefully set on a 
hill — which is how it gets its 
name. Bank is another word 
for a hill. This keeps the 
wood it’s made of from rot- 
ting and developing mold. 

“It makes me sad to see 
barns falling apart instead of 
being renovated,” she shared. 
“We’re losing our culture 
without this architecture.” 

She’s had experts offer to 
buy the barn in the past, but 
she isn’t looking for a barn 
expert now. 

She’s picky about who she 
wants to live in her house. 

“I won’t sell it to a develop- 
er; nobody’s going to make 
condos,” she said. “I want a 
young family that will im- 
prove upon it.” 

She explained that this is 
why she’s worked so hard to 
rebuild and to recreate this 
historic property: so that it 
could be a place for Wilming- 
ton to be proud of. O’Dono- 
ghue believes that it’s her 
responsibility to select a new 
owner who won’t knock: the 
house down but continue the 
restoration that she started.

“I know coming into this 
meet, Alexcia's main goal 
was to be a state champion 
but she was just shy of that,” 
said head coach Brian 
Schell. “That's nothing to be 
ashamed of. In the 200, she 
looked solid in the trials and 
in the finals and finished 
25.25 which breaks her own 
school record. In the 100, her 
trial time was 12.51 which is 
a school record, and then 
she finished 12.57 in the 
finals to take second. 

“Being second place back- 
to-back in the 100 and 200, on 
a hot day is incredible. She 
did three events, did the 100 
and 200 twice with the trials 
and finals, and that's incred- 
ibly difficult on your body.” 

When her races were over 
and she looked back on the 
day, Luna was the first to 
say that skipping breakfast 
may not have been the best 
idea. 

“J'm just so tired,” said 
Luna after the completion of 
her races. “It was brutal. I 
came into the meet not eat- 
ing any breakfast and barely 
had any water. Before I run, 
I get very nauseous and I 
feel like I'm going to get sick 
or something.” 

Her day started off a little 
after noontime with the 200- 
meter trials. There she fin- 
ished second with a time of 
26.41 seconds. 

“After I ran the 200 trials, 
and then I put my legs up in 
the shade and tried to recu- 
perate,” said Luna. “Then I 
had some water and some 
strawberries and blueber- 
ries. That was very benefi- 
cial for me running the 100 
as I ran a personal record in 
the preliminaries. It must 
have been the strawberries, 
so I have to start eating 


those more.” 

After the short break, she 
then ran the 100-meter trials 
and finished first with a 
time of 12.51 seconds. She 
beat out sophomore Jayda 
Dillon, of Milton, the reign- 
ing Division 3 state champi- 
on indoors, who finished at 
12.81. It was Dillon who also 
beat Luna in the 200. 

A short rest followed again 
before the finals of the 200- 
meters. 

“After that (100-meter 
trial) race, I should have put 
my legs up more than I did 
because they started to get a 
little shaky,” said Luna. “I 
thought I could have done 
better in the 200 finals as I 
didn't drive as much as I 
could towards the end of the 
race.” 

In the 200-meter finals, 
Dillon won with a time of 
25.03 (she ran 26.41 in the tri- 
als) with Luna taking sec- 
ond at 25.25. 

“After that I put my feet up 
again and I drank some 
more water,” said Luna. 

She did that because she 
still had two final races left 
- the 100-meters and then as 
the anchor leg of the 4x400 
relay. 

The 100-meter finals came 
and Dillon was again as the 
champion coming across at 
12.34 seconds with Luna 
right on her back at 12.57 
seconds to take second 
place. 

“Then I did the 100 (finals) 
and then the 4x400. All I did 
was try to lift up my legs 
and drain the lactic acid,” 
she said. “But throughout 
the entire day (former team- 
mate) Elizabeth Olson was 
helped me so much. If it 
wasn't for her, I don't think I 
would have done as good 
today. She did wonders today 
for me.” 

With four very competitive 


races under her belt around 
a three-hour span, Schell 
wondered what Luna had 
left in the tank. 

“At the end of every race 
especially in the sprints 
where there's no strategy ~ 
compared to a distance 
event where you can pace, 
run smart, do what the pace 
is doing and then at the end 
spring by some people - you 
have to go and leave it out 
there, the lactic acid builds 
up quick and your muscles 
become tight in a sprinting 
event,” explained Schell. 
“You have to drain that lac- 
tic acid from your muscles 
so when you are running 
trial rounds every half hour 
and then final rounds after 
that, it comes up quick. 

“So for someone ~ like 
Alexcia to double up in the 
100 and 200 in trials and-final 
heats on a hot day, how close 
the events are to one anoth- 
er, to finish as high as she 
did in both events with two 
new school records, is just 
phenomenal. To me, she 
truly is the most outstanding 
female athlete at 
Wilmington High School.” 

Although Luna couldn't 
repeat as a state champion - 
like she did taking home the 
400-meter title indoors - she 
was the runner-up in both 
the 100 and 200, was part of 
the ninth place 4x800 relay 
team and is the only repre- 
sentative from the Girls 
Track team to advance to 
this Saturday's All-State 
Meet for the second year in 
a row. 

“I am (proud),” she said. 
“(Taking second in the 100 


and 200 is) a big accomplish- 


ment. If I wasn't focused on 
so many events, I think I 
could have done much better 
if I did just one.”

Baseball team sweeps home-and-home series against Shawsheen- 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Two days 
earlier the teams met and 
Wilmington came away with 
an 11-2 win, with the game 
called after five innings due 

to thunder and lightning. 

On Friday afternoon,
